mines in the far southwest had been opened 
which. possibly might make good the threat- 
ened depletion of the Persian mines. Mr. 
Kunz returnéd ‘to America, and after a 
visit to these mines in New Mexico he was 
satisfied that the prediction was justified. 

Perhaps Mr. Kunz may be justly esteem- 
ed as the man who has carried out the 
prophecy which the tradition of the Moodus 
mountain suggests. He has certainly re- 
vealed to Americans, if he has not actually 
discovered the mines, that in the North 
American continent there are indeed many 
kinds of precious stones and some of them 
have yielded gems of great value. A few 
years ago Mr. Kunz published a book, giving 
in detail some account of these American 
gems, their discovery, the possible profit in 
working some of the mines and the nature 
of the gems; but since that publication so 
extensive have been the discoveries and so 
important some of them that he has infor- 
mation of extraoxgdinary interest which he 
did not possess at that time. 

Mr. Kunz is recognjzéd as one of the 
first authorities on precious stones in the 
world, and probably the first in the 
United States, ind therefore those things 
which he said to the writer are not to 
be regarded as the mere Aladdin-like fancy 
of a dreamer or writer of fairy-tales, but 
as scientific fact.

f course this made them very careful, 
and a little while after. while panning for 
gold in the same stream, another diamond 
was found, although it was off color. In 
the summer of 1888 four diamonds: were 
found while sluicing for. gold. in, 
weeks’ time; the most perfect stone was 
secreted by a workman. In 1889. three or 
four more diamonds were found, but very 
small ones. One of these stones, which I 
examined, could have been cut into a dia- 
mond of value.

It 
tells truly a story which is never old: the 
story of the affection between master and 
mistress and the slave. The boy who has 
been faithful through all the trials of the 
time, and who had stood at his post of duty 
when others had fled, lay dying: «' 

I sat there alone by that dying boy. Nor

to describe it. No time-piece marked the hour, 
but it was about midnight, I ween, when 
death set the spirit of that youthful negro 
free. Not a kindred being nor a member of 
his Own race was near to lay loving hand 
upon him, or to prepare ois little body for 
burial. We stood and gazed pon him as he 
lay in death in that desolate house, and 
thought of his fidelity and loviug iuterest in 
our cause and its defend:rs, ani-of bis 
faithful service in our elfurts to save some- 
thing from vandal bands. and <¢he fountain 
of tears was broken up and we wept with a 
peculiar grief over that lifeless form. 

‘There can be but few selections given from 
the book. It abounds in incidents. The 
hospital scenes, the stealthy visits through 
the lines, the visits to the camp, refugee 
life after the fall of Atlanta, and all the 
trials that followed in the wake of the in- 
vader are told with the vividness of.an eye 
witness. But there is one incident which 
is so striking, and it is told with such dram- 
aitc touch that it is given in full. It is a 
scene of the retreat from Atlanta, as the 
tired refugees awaited at Jonesboro. 

During the interim I opened wide my eyes 
and took in the situation in all its horrible 
details. The entire southern population of At- 
lanta, with but an occasional exception, and 
that of many miles in its Wicinity, were dump 
ed out upon the cold ground without shelter 
and without any of the comforts of home, 
and an autumnal mist or drizzle slowly but 
surely saturatin every article of clothih 
upon them; and pulmonary diseases in al 
stages admonishing them of the danger of 
week exposure. ged grandmothers, totter- 
ing upon the verge of the grave, and tender 
maidens in the first bloom of young woman- 
hood, and little babies not three days old in 
the arms of sick mothers, driven from their 
homes, were all out upon the cold charity of 
the world. 

Apropos, I will relate an incident that came 
under my observation during my brief stay at 
this station. ~When one of the long trains 
from Atlanta rolled in with its liying pulsing 
freight and mn 6 ed at the terminus, a queen- 
ly girl, tall the in figure and willowy in 
in motion, emer from one of the cars, and 
st the em ent of feminine grace, for 
a moment upon the platform. In less time 
than it takes to chronicle the impression. her 
Grecian beauty. classic expression and nobili- 
ty of manner, had dageurreotyped themselves 
— the tablets of my memory, never to. be 

aced by mortal alchemy. ~ The pretty, plain 
debeige dress, trimmed with confederate but- 
tons and corresponding ribbon, all conspire 
to make her appear, even to a casual observ- 
er, just what she was—a typical southern 
girl who gloried in that honor. She stood 
only.a moment, and then, as if-moved by some 
divine inspiration, she stepped from the car, 
and falling upon her knees, bent forward 
and kissed the ground. ‘This silent demon- 
stration of affection for the land of Dixie 
touched a vibrating chord, and'‘a score or 
more of beautiful girlish voices blended in 
sweetest harmony while they told in song 
their love for Dixie. I listened spell-bound, 
and was not the only one thus enchanted. <A 
United States officer listened and was. touched 
to tears. Approaching me, he asked if I 
would do him the favor to tell him the name 
of the young lady who kissed the ground. 

“T do not think she would approve of my 
telling you her name, and I decline to do so,” 
I'said in reply. Not in the least daunted by 
this rebuff he responded: 

“I shall learn it; and if she has not already 
become the wife or the affianced of another, 
I shall offer her the devotion of my life.” 

Such, in brief outline, is the story of Miss 
Gay’s book. It is a contripution to. the his- 
tory of her people, and an effort to keep 
alive the memry of their heroism and pa- 
triotic love. In her introduction she says; 

By_ way of prefaee to “Life in Dixie Durin 
the War,’”’ I scarcely know what to say. 
have long felt that it was the duty of the 
south to bequeath to posterity the traditions 
of that period; for if we do it not ourselves 
they be swallowed up in oblivion. Enter- 
taining this opinion, I have exsay~l the task 
of an individual effort, and hope that others 
may follow my example. 

No. woman who has seen what I have seen, 
and feel what I have felt, would be apt to 
write with less asperity; and yet. now that 
we have come back to the United States. and 
mean to stay in it, let the prevocetion to 
depart be what it may, [ would net put into 

ractice an iota of ithe war-time feeling. In 
ane expressing myself i. a'n sure J represent 
ioe Christian in my own beautiful south- 
and. 

If in the story she can tell in any way 
help to keep alive the story of the heroic 
dead or.the bravery and endurance of the 
living, she will think her task well done, 
nothing is dearer to her than the remem- 
brance of the days that are gone, and her 
dearest and proudest wish would be to keep 
their memory green. May her hope be 
realized and her story find its place ip the 


hearts of her people. |

Between two can- 
didates of equal merit, the man who 
laughs will impersonate the successful 
“Eli” nearly every time, and very often 
it happens that the man who Is easily 
tickled and is “hail fellow well met” with 
everybody along the highway, can afford 
to dispense with graver merits if he holds 
to that prime ingredient of popularity— 
good humor. ) 

The world likes sunshine in office and is 
always ready to vote for the man who 
stands for the solar system. 

Laughter Defined. 

Laughter, to commit the larceny of 
stealing a definition, is one of the ‘‘touehes 
of nature that makes the whole world 
kin.” It is one of the happy adjuncts of 
living that beguile a man out of his 
grief and makes him feel the neighbor- 
hood and the kinship of his fellow citi- 
wens. - 

Every man owes it to himself, first, 
and then to his neighbor to keep in a 
good humor. It tends, in the first place, 
to lengthen out a man’s life, and in the 
second place to light up the atmosphere 
{n such a way that he can have a better 
view of the man across the street. It 
gives a better tone to his own life and 
imparts a more genial temper to the 
whole neighborhood. 

He Was Cured by a Laughing Man. 

A well-known gentleman who lives in 
‘Atlanta was talking on this line, the 
other day, and among other pertinent 
things he said: “I used to be a chronic 
grumbler and from the time I threw the 
cover off the bed in the morning until I 
pulled it over me again at night, I was 
cross and out of humor. I thought for a 
long time that my liver was out of order, 
for 1 knew that when I was a boy I 
could jump as high and roar as loud as 
any other boy I met. 

“Well, it happened that after a while 
I changed my boarding house and just 
across the table from where I sat there 
“fed” a man who could eat more batter- 
cakes and laugh more incessantly than. 
any fellow I ever saw. It was geod- 
natured laughter, however, and he kept 
the table.in an uproar at every meal. 
It was a wonder to me that the fellow 
never exploded, considering the amount 
of force he carried with him, and the 
supply of provisions which he stored away 
behind his shirt bosom. He would tell 
a joke every time he reached out for any- 
thing on the table and we all thought 
he was trying to escape observation by 
screening his appetite behind his yarn. 
I used to sit at the table for ten or 
fifteen minutes just to watch him eat and 
hear him tell his jokes. Well, that fellow 
did me more good than any remedy I 
ever tried. He was raised out in Texas 
and went back home a year or two ago. 
If I ever make a visit to the Lone Star 
State I shall certainly look him up.” 

Sam Jones anid the Presbyterians. 

Men like that fellow, and men who 
believe in merry-making, do a great deal 
of good in the world and the only regret 
is that there are not more of them.

Judges Who Lauch. 

Atlanta is not behind the rest of the 
world in paying her meed of respect to 
the man who laughs. 

George Wilson can certainly testify to 
the fact, for George never comes to At- 
lanta. without meeting a whole drove of 
the men who laugh at his jokes and 
funny sayings. 

Laughter is characteristic of the Ameri- 
can people, because they are fond as a 
nation of wit and humor. Atlanta in this 
respect is a typical American city—she 
is easily amused and patronizes every man 
who comes along, if he advertises to 
make her laugh.

Charles Francis Adams was 
from the United States-to the British 
court, and he was very anxious about these 
ships, because he knew that if they were 
ever permitted to sail from English ports } 
the damage they could do to vessels sail- 
ing under the American flag wo be enor- 
mous. He protested to the British govern- 
ment, but was told that that government 
had no information ser ene ee phe 
designed to.prey upon the comme 
United States. Unies Mr. Adams could 
furnish that information, the British gov- 
ernment could take no steps to restrain 
them. 

The vessels were yeooy’ oe ot . 
were almost ready to put to ’ | : 
Adams appeared before the British authori- 
ties with proof, which he had obtained in a 
manner which he alone knew, and which he 
kept as a secret to the day of his death, 
that these vessels were paid for with con- 
federate money, and he also furnished a 
complete list of officers and crew who were 
to gail upon them. He furnished other evi- 
dence which was convincing. At that time |. 
it was said that the ministry was not friend- 
ly to the union cause, and would be glad to 
see the confederate government maintain it- 
self. The law of nations is very stric 
however, so that England could be a 
of doing an unfriendly act if she permitted 
these vessels to depart after such evidence. 
Mr. Adams believed that the ministry woule 
find some technical way to evade resp 
bility, and he had reason for such belief.

It is curious to note in how many ways 
this dainty art is applied to jewelry. am- 


‘eling may be best defined as a glaze fused 


to a metalic surface. There is little dif- 
ference between an enamel and a glaze ex- 
cept in the surface to which ‘t is applied. 
The att of glazing was known at a very 
early date and excellent designs have been 
found ou the bricks among the ruins of 
Babylonia and Assyria. These are ascrib- 
ed to the seventh or eighth century before 
Christ. The Egyptians were able to pro 
duce very beautiful effects by colored 
glazes on bronze or gold, but true enamel- 
ing was not known in Egypt until the 
Ptolemaic dynasty. Italy is the birthplace 
of the art of enameling which reached its 
highest _ perfection, however, in Limoges 
under Francis I. As a decoration it holds 
a place second only to the pendant that 
gleamy against my lady’s soft white throat, 
on the hairpin that holds the coils of her 
shining hair in a thousand = and 
one ways adds _ beauty to_ those 
articles especially designed to adorn her per- 


son.

They Ask for an Increase and They Get a 
Reduction. 

Americus, Ga., December 3.—(Special.)— 
A strike among the firemen of the Savan- 
nah, Americus and Montgomery railway 
today is creating. some lively times in 
Americus. 

In response to a demand from the firemen 
for an increase of wages today, Receiver 
Hawkins reduced their wages $10 a month 
and the whole force, some forty in number, 
quit their engines. 

As fast as Superintendent Matthew put 
new men on 1 their places, they were driv- 
en away by the strikers until the police 
force took a hand, and protected the new 
men from violence. Superintendent Mat- 
thews himself took a shovel and fired an 
outgoing engine this afternoon. Plenty of 
new men are ready to take the vacant places 
and the road anticipates no trouble in mov- 
ing all trains on time. The strikers are 
mostly men who came here from Birming- 
ham last year and are not members of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, so 
that the other railway organizations here 
sre taking no hand in the strike,

PROOEEOINGS OF THE SESSIONS. 


Important Work Done by the Delegates. 
The Devotional Exercises Yester- 
day and Today.. 


Ga, December 3.—(Special.) 
The North Georgia Conference 
met this morning at the usual 
hour with Bishop Fitzgerald in 
the chair. Religious services by Revs. 
Ww. D. Anderson, and H, H. Park, and the 
minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were 
read, corrected and approved 
The legal conference held a session for 
the election of officers, and the discussion 
of some parliamentary questions, after 


which Bishop Fitzgerald resumed the chair | 
and the routine business of the body was 


taken. Previous to this, however, the veu- 
erable Young J. Allen, missionary to China, 
was introduced by the bishop to the confer- 
ence, and the announcement made that he 
Would address the body on Sunday. 

Professor ‘Thirkield, of Payne institute, 
was introduced to the conference by Bishop 
Fitzgerald. Professor Thirkield addressed 
the conference in behalf of that institution. 
He spoke very eloquently in behalf of the 
colored race, and impressed upon the con- 
ference the duty of educating them. He said 
“that the nego was either a Methodist 
or a Baptist, they take to water or to fire.” 
He said that the negro was by nature re 
ligious and a Protestant. He then compar- 
ed the negro as a disturbing element with 
our foreign population. He said the 
country may be in danger from rum, anarchy 
and ignorance but neveg from the Protestant 
negro. He did not believe we could af- 
ford to leave it to the north to educate the 
negro. 

Professor Thirkeild was applauded when 
he referred to the fact that every gradu- 
ate from Payne institute was a temperance 
reformer. So vigorous wis the applause 
that the bishop had to pound. his desk for 
order. When he had finished speaking = 
member of the conference struck up that 


stirring hymn “When that llustrious Day 


Shall Rise,” and it was sung with true 
Methodist unctior. 

Dr. Candler then addressed the conference 
in behalf of the institute and called for 
contributions. He wanted to raise $1,200. 
Dr. Candler started the ball by subscribing 
$25 which he afterwards increased to $50. 

A great many subscribed $10 and $5. 
Finally, when most of the money had been 
raised, it was proposed that each elder in 
the conference pledge his district for $50, 
which was quickly done. 

» A touching incident in connection was 
brought out when a minister held up a $1 
contributed by a poor man present. The 
minister said he knew that a $1 was more 
to the man that gave it than a$1,000,000 


to Jay Gould. Bishop Fitzgerald said feel- | 


ingly:“God bless that dollar, God bless the 
donor.” 

All the transferred ministers were invit- 
ed to the platform by the bishop and they 
were presented to the conference. ‘They 
were: Rev. Mr. Anderson, of the China 
mission; Spencer, of nort Mississippi; 
Wright, of north Texas; Barrett, of Flori- 
da; and Dimmon, of California. 

The special order of the hour having ar- 
rived the bishop called for candidates who 
are to be admitted into full connection. 
The following were received under this call: 
John Spier, ff’. W. McClesky, J. W. Quil- 
lian, W. F. Hunnicutt W. M. Murdoch, 
John P. Burgess, W. R. Kennedy, Felix 
L. Church, Givens W. Farr, Jame E. Rus- 
sell, and Z. Toombs Dubose. The bishop 
propounded the usual questions and deliver- 
ed a most impressive lecture and afterwards 
gave them the hand of fellowship. 

The report of the president of LaGrange 
female college was read and referred. The 
baord of missions asked that W. E. Jones 
be added in place of J. I*. Mullins: J. O. 
Brown in place of C. G. Goodrich. Rev. 
Ellison R. Gook, editor of the conference 
minutes, addressed the conference in an ap- 
eal for their unanimous endorsement and 

elp in his eifort to furnish the church and 
its friends with the splendid book of min- 
utes and methodisti: facts and _ history, 
including the additional feature of the 
pictures of members of the annual confer- 
ence wel! executed, which, with great ef- 
fort and enterprise he has pushed to the 
verge of success already. The book he is 
getting up ought to find great favor with all 
Georgia Methodists. 

The finance committee distributed checks 
to the superannuated preachers and widows.

A motion by the conference to approve 
and perfect them was allowed to rest be- 
cause the conference could not see its way 
clearly to legalize the action of former ses- 
sions. 

Eishop Fitzgerald, Dr. Waren Candler 
and others ‘ook part in the discussion, IT'i- 
nally Dr. Candler offered a resolutio1 to 
apnoint a committee, the chairman of which 
should be the chairman of the legal confer- 
ence, to look into the matter and report.

For the Good of Farmers’ Sons. 

Editor Constitution—In your issue of De- 
cember ist there was printed an interview 
with an unnamed “friend of the university” 
at Athens, criticising a recent article of mine 
concerning Judge Hall’s branch college bill 
and the land scrip fund. 

I waive any consideration of the effort of 
the person interviewed to make me appear as 


} the opponent of the educational interests of 


our farmers’ sons. ‘The people of Georgia 
will not be misled by the contents of the in- 
terview into believing I make any such oppo- 
sition. They know my contention is in the 
interest of the sons of farmers. 

Nor do I complain that the unnamed “friend 
of the university’’ caref€lly conceals who he 
is—a disclosure might impair the utility of 
his argument. : 

But when this ‘“‘veiled prophet” accuses me 
of misrepresenting facts 1 beg a hearing on 


the issue raised. 
1 said iirpny letter which he criticises: 
“The chiidren of school age in the state 


number at least six hundred thousand. Qur 
school fund amounts to $1,166,700.29, or about 
ene dollar and ninety-five cents a_ piece. 
The income of the State university for the 
past year was $41,914, and the students at 
Athens and Dahionega, where all but $4,- 
414.14 of this amount was spent, numbered 
less than three hundred and fifty, counting 
even the law class at Athens, which paid 
its Own way, and was not chargeable to the 
state. From these figures it appears that 
Georgia gave $170 apiece to college students 
last year, and less than two doliars apiece 
to the needy children of the common schools! 
Or, if we compare by the total enrollment 
of the common schools, which was, for 181, 
360,268, we have $3 each for children in the 
common schools and $107 each for college 


students.’ 
He misrepresents both what I said and also 
the facts in the case as follows: 
“Be all that as it may. I am particularly 
surprised at Dr. Candler’s misrepreséentation 


He says the university’s income last year was 
$41,000 and figures that ‘Georgia gave $107 
to each college student according to attend- 
ance at the university.’ 

“The facts in the case are these: Of the 
amount which Dr. Ci&ndler exaggerates less 
than $37,000 Gctually available went for the 
use of the college at Athens. Of this amount 
$15,000 was interest on the landscrip fund 
and $12,000 was directly donated out of the 
United States treasury, so it wasn’t even in- 
terest money paid. 

"Of the other $10,000, $8,000 was paid as 
interest on the debt owed the university, and 
2,000 was interest on university investments.

Both are donations from 
the United States treasury for the accom- 
plishment of the same object. 

Concerning the right or propriety of my 
speaking to this question I have jnst this to 
say: I am a citizen of Georgia and I lost ro 
part of my citizenshin when 1 took the prow 


position I was brought to look more narrowly 
than heretofore IT had done into the ednea- 
tional work of the state. Having therefore 
this information and being a citizen I am en- 
titled to speak whenever I think wrong 
methods need correction. or right things need 
promotion, I believe the landscrip is not 
used to the best advantage. I say so, and 
have no apologies to make for sayi so. I 
challenge any disinterested mind to invesfi- 
gate the objects and come to a different 
conclusion. Let any one who wishes to look 
into the matter apply to Mr. George W. Har- 
rison, state printer, for a copy of the “Report 
on the Landscrip’’ made to the last legisla- 
ture. Minority or majority report, ft gives 
the facts in the case. and they are not to 
our credit. They should be mended. 

I stand by what [ have said. Let Judge 
Hall’s school be supported from the land- 
scrip. Take nothing from the common school 
fund. I say this for the henefit of country 
children—farmers’ sons and dauchters, too.

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Bishop Fitzgerald Talks Entertainingly of 
His Lite i in California. 


He Left Georgia in 1854 and Spent Twenty-Three 
Years of His Life in the Far West. 


' Life in the far west, beyond the snow 
elad peaks’ of the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains, has always been full of interest 
to the average reader among the pine hills 
of Georgia. 

Whenever a Georgian has made a trip 
to that “far country,”—especially if he has 
roughed it, so to speak, among the hardy 
mountaineers of that fabled region, he 
never lacks for ready listeners when he 
sits down in front of a winter’s fire to spin 
out his tale of stirring adventure. 

A good story teller, however, and a 
live, enthpsiastic adventure, who has met 
with a great many people and seen 4 
lot of strange sights, are rarely combined 
in the same individual and when these 
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BISHOP FITZGERALD. 


two elements come together the result is 
a most agreeable and entertaining com- 
und. 

Bishop O. P. Fitzgerald, of the southern 
Methodist church, without giving him 
any further introduction, is just such a 
man as every one who has heard him 
relate his many delightful reminiscences 
will testify. 

For -twenty-three years. the bishop 
“roughed it” among the California miners. 
He saw life in its weird and rugged as- 
pects and came in contact with soiled 
and brownly men who strikingly resem- 
bled that unsubdued scenery with which 
they consorted. 

It was thirty-eight years ago that the 
bishop made his “exodus” from Georgia 
and left behind him the toy peaks, which 
until he had seen the white sierras of the 
far west, striving as it seemed: to over- 
look the world and w their night 
caps of untrodden snow, responded 

to his ideas of the grand and the pic 

turesque in the way of mountain scenery. 
Bidding Old Georgia Goodby. 

The little round hills of Georgia, how- 


ever, had still their power to charm him, , 


and across the stretch of ‘the lazy conti- 
nent they exercised the, same wild influ- 
ence over his life and character which 
they exercised over his sunny locks and 
his boyish knickerbockers. 

They held their own with the lofty 
peaks that frowned with the eternal chill 
of death upon them and what they lacked 
in the fierce pictorial grandeur that 
marked the haughty bearing of those 
western cyclops they more than supplied 
in the hallowed association which lifted 
them to an even higher attitude in the 
spiritual atmosphere of love and mem- 
ory. 
"He was quite a young man when he 
left the state as a missionary to Califor- 
nia, whither he went by the commands 
of that eminent ‘fatifer in Israel,’ Bishop 
Andrews. 

He lost no time in getting himself ready 


and leaving Savannah, at which place | 


he had been locally stationed for a short 
while. After his admission to the confer- 
ence, which took place in Atlanta in 1854, 
lie passed through the city of Macon en 
route to New Orleans. 

It is necessary just here to state that 
before the bishop had joined the Method- 
ist conference he was a local esa 
in that city and was worshipped~ by a 
large congregation of colored saints and 

thren.

‘ He decided to preach . the darkies a 
farewell sermon, and so on the Sabbath 
afternoon it was arranged that he should 
preach in the little brown church that 
sat out in a big pine grove a short ways 
out of the city. The news spread and 
when 3 o’clock in the afternoon came— 
the great hour for the negro gatherings— 
the church was crowded to overflowing. 
The Baptists had come, too, and they 
come from every plantation. The aisles 
and windows and loft were packed with 
the crow like assemblage, and besides a 
heavy cloud of worshipers were seated 
under the pine trees for the purpose of 
prolonging the echoes that came from the 
inside of the building. There were nearly 
two thousand darkies in and around the 
ehurch. 

He Preachers to the Colored Folks. 

' Here we will introduce the bishop 
himself and allow him to tell his own 
story: 

“I took as my text a passage from the 

7th chapter of Acts, in which reference 
is made to the day of judgment—its re- 
wards and retributions, its surprises and 
its reunions. Towards the latter part of 
the discourse the very thing I sought to 
avoid happened—namely a scene. I told 
my colored friends that I was going as a 
missionary to the Pacific coast and never 
expected to see them again in this world. 
I expected at some time or other to find 
@ grave on one of the hill tops or in one 
of the quiet valleys of California. But it 
made no difference whén or where we 


died if we were prepared 
for the great y. Then turn 
ing to where the local preach- 


ers, the stewards and the class leaders 
sat in the ‘amen’ corner—many of them 
venerable looking men with black faces 
and snow white hair, I told them that 
only a few more days ‘of sorrow and trib- 
ulation stretched before them and if they 
remained faithful mmto the end they would 
receive the crown of life that was prom- 
ised to them.

“Just then I heard a low moan in the | d

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saw that Ahe servces had reached a cli- 
max and I closed the sermon in the 
midst of a cyclone. I called on a colored 
brother, George Eckley, to lead in prayer. 
He was one of those good old darkies 
who sang like a seraph and prayed like 
a tornado. He went down on his knees 
and swaying backwards and forwards 
he prayed for the Lord to go with me— 
‘to brace me up in my first sarmon and 
likewise in my second sarmon--to fill me 
wid de holy sperit and if it wuz de ole 
Marster’s wish to fotch me back to Geor- 
gia and not let me perish among de 
heathens.’ That prayer I have never for- 
gotten an many a time it lifted the shad- 
ows and checred up my soul in the dark 
days of the far west. 

‘I started to leave the pulpit, for I knew 
it was getting late and I had another en- 
gagement to fill in the city for Dr. Hinton, 
the pastor of Mulberry street church. But 
I was intercepted by the stout arm of 
George Eckley, which suddenly thrust it- 
self in my way. 

“*No, Brer Gerald,’ said the darkey, 
‘you can’t go till you’s shook hands wid 
des niggers. Dey want to tell you good 
by.’ | 

“I looked over the crowd with a mar- 
tyr-like feeling in my heart, but I made 
up my mind to tell them good bye if they 
pulled me to pieces. 

“So I took my position to the right of 
the pulpit and the crowd, singing and 
shouting at the top of their voices, began 
to approach me. 

I had to use both of my hands in order 
to facilitate the proceedings, and- nearly 
every darkey who took my. hand pressed 
a piece of money into it. I would thrust 
my hands into, my pockets and then pull 
them out only to repeat the operation 
as fast as I could make the movement. 
They gave me no time in which to rest 
and I stood there like a threshing ma- 
chine working for déar life. It seemed to 


me like an hour but still the crowd came 


singing their loud hosannahs and shuffling 
their feet. ‘Marster farewell,’ was the 
chorus they all sang as they drew up, 
swaying their bodies, in front of -where I 
stood. Finally it was all over and I made 
my way to the city as fast as I could 
trot through the gathering shadows. 

“The negroes had given me in all $70. 
I had no particular use for it, so I bought 
me a lot of books,: which I still have in 
library. I blessed them, however, for 
their offerings and told them they would 
always have a warm place in my heart. 


A week after that incident I tried to 


write a letter, but my hand was too much

“Bishop Andrews had written to nie 
in a fatherly manner and intimated, since 
I was going to take such:a decided jour- 
ney, that-I had better take a helpmeet 
with me to share those vicissitudes inci- 
dental to life in- the far-off Sierras. 

The bishop was not aware that negotia- 
tions were already pending and when I 
wrote to him a few days later that having 
confidence in his fatherly wisdom, I 
would. cheerfully accept his advice. he 
no doubt considered me a very obedient 


servant of the church. Accordingly on’ 


my way to New Orleans I stopped in the 
little town of Eron, Ala., and took the 
partner who shared my fortunes ever 
since, making my troubles light by sym- 
pathy and my pleasures sweeter by di- 
vision. God bless her for I hear her sing- 
ing now upstairs just as she used to sing 


in the old sweet days when our hearts 


and voices were young. 
Crossing the Isthmus of Nicarauga. 
Embarking in the vessel we sailed fot 
the shores of Central America, intending

Seated on a mule which I shall fant for- 
get I managed by means of a inter- 
preter to urge. the belligérants. 2 restrain 
their hostile intentions. told the natives 
that the American was in the wrong and 
that our party did not endorse him in the 
least. 1 proposed to the Americans to take 
charge of our women and. to move along. 


It was growing late in the day and so with 


three lusty cheers for the women we struck 
out under the stars towards the seaport. 
We reached the ocean a little after mid- 
night. I shall never forget that poer’ old 
mule. He limped along on three legs but 
he was a true and loyal friend and carried 
me on his back across the continent until 
I could cry out like the Grecians, ‘“Tha- 
lassa! Thalassa!’’ 


Beginning the Life of a Missionary. ‘ 


My first work was in the southern mines 
with headquarters at Sonora. The fiush 
times of California were not over and the 

population was wild and mixed. The 
women were few and not select. Inten:- 
perance and gambling together with their 
other accompaniments fairly rioted. The 
first four funerals I attended resulted from 
violent deaths—two suicides and two homi- 
cides. I had come to California to preach 
to sinners and felt sure I had found them.

The scene was intensely dramatic 
and no one had the hardihood to make ‘the 
venture.

We are not used to 
such scenes in our old homes on the other 
side of the mountains. I am’ your officer 
elected by your votes. You do me a great 
wrong under these circumstances -to: take 
the law into your, own hands and.to put 
my life in peril for doing my simple duty. 
The prisoner will be safely guarded and 
prego dealt with by the legal authorities.

favor of the anti-option bill was received, and its ef- 
fect was inimediately to depress prices about 20 points, 
March contracts sélling as low as 9.28. Great weak- 
ness was developed on the decline, ahd many holders 
of cotton on margin were forced into selling. About 
half past eleven a denial.of the earlier report with re- 
gatd to the action of the Georgia legislature was re- 
ceived, and the market immediately jumped nearly 
one-quarter of a cent, March contracts selling at 9.52. 
From this there was a slight reaction, the close being 
at about 9.48 for March; which is 20 points over tbe 
lowest for the day and 6@7 points higher than last 
evening. In Liverpool the net decline for the day is 
3-6id. The market there opened 6-¢id lower than yes- 
terday, but recovered itin part. Spot sales are 5,000 
bales. Port receipts for the week commencing today 
are estimated at 255,000 bales, as against 304,000 bales 
last year and 260,000 bales the year previous. Receipts 
at New Orleans Monday will be 14,000 to 16,000 bales, 
against 15,000 bales last year. Bince the close of the 
market we have réceived 4 telegram from Atlanta 
friends reading as follows: “The resolution to which 
you refer has been passed by both branches of our 
legislature requesting their senators and representa- 
tives in congress to vote in favor of the Hateh bill or 
shy other measure having the same object in view.” 
Unless Liverpool shall show great strength Monday 
morning it is much to be feared that the effect of this 
news will cause a fresh decline in our market, espe- 
cially ti view of the probability that the movement 
for the next two or three weeks promises to exceed 
that of two years ago. Our Charleston friends tele- 
graphs us that the state commissioner of South Caro- 
lina reports the harvesting of the crop as finished on 
November 25th.

NEW YORK, Decémbér 3—Liverpool this morning 
was about 3-644 lower, which was fayorably construed 
here, and resulted in an advance at the opening here of 
about 7@8 points, Shortly after the opening,|however, 
it was reported that the Georgia legis)jature had re- 
quested their senators to vote in favor of the passage 
of the anti-option bill. This report again started 
liquidatfon, and it seems as jf thq growa suddenly be- 
came panic-stricken. Stop orders came into play, and 
the market rapidly déclined about 16 points. At the 
decline s@me sopthern buying orders came to hand, 
and it ed as if suddenly there was not a pound of 
cotton for: sale.. The buying orders were executed 
with difficulty, and but a moderate inquiry resulted in 
a sharp upward turn of 24 points, of which 5@6 points 
Were again lost at the close. These rapid fluctuations 
are simply an indication of how sensitive the market 
is and how undecided our opérators are. We are likely 
to witness a continuance of such markets for some 


time to come. The interior movement may probably 


again be heavy next week, and if so chances are that 


we will be somewhat lower, but we believe the liquida- . 


tion has been very severe, and that the markettis today 
in a much healthier condition than it has been for some 
time past. We are accordingly in favor of advocating 
purchases on soft spots.

The first 
mamed of the managers for each 
city ward will. call on Mor- 
ris Brandon, chairman of the committee, 
for books, registration list and blanks, on

m. Books and all managers must be on 
oad promptly, with the’ polls open, and 
reaily to receive votes at the hour named for 
opening the polls in their respective pre- 
cicnts. ; 

If any of the managers or clerks appointed 
are not present at the time for opening the 
polls at any precinct, the Managers present 
may appoint substitutes to fill the vacancies. 
Tf none of the managers are present at any 
poll at the time for opening, the freeholders 
present may appoint substitutes in their 
stead. All white voters who are democrats 
in state, county and municipal elections, and 
who will agree to support the ticket nomi- 
nated, if otherwise qualified by registration, 
are entitled to vote.

SHOT AN OLD MAN. 


A Cold Blooded Murder by a Hard 
Citizen. 


Bristol, Tenn., December 3.—(Special.)— 
Meagre details of a cold blooded murder 
in Shady Valley, about fifteen miles east 
of Bristol, reached here this afternoon. 
The murder was committed Thursday even- 
ing about sundown, and if the reports 
which have reached Bristol are true, it 
was a crime which stands without prece- 
dent in this part of the country. 

Landon Crosswhite was shot from 
ambush and instantly killed by Irvin Rob- 
erts.

Roberts concealed himself by The roadside 
and shot Crosswhite as he was return- 
ing home. No one knows why ho killed 
the old man, unless it was because of a 
grudge he held against him. 

About four months ago Roberts accused 
young Crosswhite of outfaging his wife 
and had him summoned before a magistrate 
for trial. When the day set for the trial 
rolled around, Roberts failed to appear 
and the. magistrate dismissed the case. 
Later, however, Roberts made an effort 
to have P pied Crosswhite indicted before 
the grand jury of Johnson county, But the 
jurg failed to find an indictment.

THE LEGISLATURE AGAINST THEM 


But They Hesitate at Nothing to 
Carry the Senatorship.> 


BUT THEY'LL NEVER SUCCEED, 


For the Democrats and Populists Have 
the Nerve to Fight Them to 
the Death. 


Omaha, Neb., December 3.—(Special.)— 
Emboldened by their success in stealing the. 
governorship two years ago, the republicans 
of Nebraska are laying the wires to steal a 
senatarship. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the legislature is anti-republican by amarrow 
margin, the republicans are so confitlent of 
their“ubility to use boodle to good advantagé 
that they are already boasting that they 
will elect a successor to Senator Paddock, 
or re-elect that gentleman himself. 

There are 133 members of the Nebraska 
legislature, 100 in the house and 33 in the 
senate. ‘here are five more democrats and 
populists in the legislature than rejublicans, 
und it may be readily seen that the only 
hope of the republicans is to secure the 
votes needed from either the democruatg or 
populists or both, or to use the courts to the 
end that some of the opposition may be 
ousted.. 

They Havs the Courts. 

The republicans of Nebraska have a great 
deal of confidence in the courts of Nebraska, 
and two years ago when the “ring” at 
Lincoln found that it was necessary to oust 
Governor Boyd in order to longer conceal 
their enormous stealings from the state, 
the courts did not betray the. confidence. 
Governor Boyd was ousted by a decree of 
the supreme court, and John M. Thayer, 
asman who had not received a vote for the 
office of governor, was allowed to retain 
the seat which rightfully belonged to’ 
James BE. Boyd. And it was not for months 
uutil the supreme court of the nation could 
reach and dispose of the case, that Gover- 
nor Boyd was allowed to resume the chair 
from which he was thrown withou the shad- 
ow of authority and merely to give the 
republican “ring” at Lincoln a chance to 
cover up its tracks. ‘The supreme court at 
that time was composed of Judges Cobb, 
Maxwell and Norval. Judges Cobb gud 
Norval decided that Governor Boyd was not 
a citizen and therefore not eligible to the 
governorship, but Judge Maxwell dissented 
and held that Governor Boyd was a citl- 
zen and in every way entitled to hold any 
office within the gift.of the people save the 
presidency and vice presidency. But J udge 
Maxwell was in the minority and Gover- 
nor Boyd had to step down and out. 

And now that the republicans are in a 
minority and there is grave danger of their 
not being able to re-elect Senator Paddock 
or any other republican they turn to 
Judge Maxwell and ask him to stand as & 
candidate, hoping to thus secure enough dem- 
ocratic votes to elect him. It is not likely 
that Judge Maxwell will lend himself to 
such a move, and even though he did the

democrats have learned a lesson _in the 


school of experience and are not playing into’ 
republican hands these bright December 
days. If there is any trading to be done 
the democrats and populists will do it, and 
the democrats are in a position to demand 
and receive more than a casual recogni- 
tion. 
The Republican Programme. 
To begin with, the republicans are going

a Came Near Resulting in an Attempted 


Lynching. 
Calhoun, Ga., December 3.—(Special.)— 


| The arraignment of a man named’ David 


Kettles, of Murray county, before Justice 
Hooper under a charge of attempted rape 
was the cause of considerable excitement 
here today. : 

The charge was that while out with a 
squad of men hunting Will Morrow, the 
slayer of Sheriff McGinnis, last night, 
that he had assaulted Morrow’s wife. 

It seems that the party of searchers had 
gone to the house of Mrs. Stephens, the 
niother of Morrow's wife, in hope of find- 
ing Morrow there, and that while search- 
ing the house he made the assault—at 
least, so the warrant charges. 

A large number of people came into the 
preliminary trial today and considerable 
excitement prevailed and it was feared 
that some violence would be done the 
prisoner when brought out for trial. How- 
ever, a preliminary trial was waived by 
the defendant, and his bond fixed at 
$1,000, which was not given, and Kettles 
was remanded to jail to await the action 
of the grand jury at the next superior 
court. 

There was some apprehension on the 
part of the officers that an attempt would 
be made to do the prisoner bodily harm 
while on his return to the jail, and also 
that an attempt might be made to take 
him from the jail tonight. Expressions of 
a threatening character were freely in- 
dulged in by the people, which gave rise 
to the fears of a probable lynching; but 
at this late hour everything is quiet and 
serene and no indications of anything un- 
usual in the little city of Calhoun are 
apparent. 

As to the truth of the charges against 
Kettles, no one knows but the parties 
directly implicated. However, it is gen- 
erally believed and hence the threats of 
violence against him.

FARMING BY ELECTRICITY. 


All Mechanical Operations Possible Except 


Perhaps, the Flevation of Mortgages. 

New York, December 2.—A vast field of 
electricity is opening up in its practical ap- 
plication to farm work, and the discussions 
of this subject in various engineering journals 
has created considerable interest. The Elec- 
trical Weed has begun the publication of @ 
series of articles upon the practical applica- 
tion of electricity to the various farm opera- 
tions and implements, with illustrations of a 
plant which is situated in one of the finest 
agricultural states of the west, and which 
shows in detail how the electric motor can 
be made to perform most of the work which 
the horse or the steam engine is now called 
upon to do. 

There are four classes of farm ‘work to 
which electricity is applicable: First, for 
power purposes; second, lighting; third, heat- 
ing, and fourth, for the operation of tele- 
phones, signals, alarms, etc. Examples under 
these various heads are numerous. For in- 
stance, hay. grain and other products can 
be hoisted by electric power, which can be 
also applied to ordinary elevators. An elec- 
tric metor may run pumping apparatu’, which 
will furnish water for the drinking troughs, 
for fire purposes or for watering the garden, 
use in dairy houses, etc. 

All such miscellaneous machines as thresh- 
ers, grinders, shellers, hay presses, grind- 
stones, etc., can be readily operated by elec- 
tric motors. It is very probable that in time 
electric railway lines may exist over the best 
agricultural regions, furnishing communica- 
tion between the different farms, as well as 
small tramways on te farms, connecting 
the different buildings, while electric plows 
and vehicles of all sorts are among the pos- 
sibilities. ? ,

arl is so becoming that women, truly care- 
‘of their appearance, prefer them greatly 
to the hard glitter of even the finest dia- 
monds, rubies, emeralds or sapphires. 
Queen Marguerite of Italy’s pearls are al- 
most unparalleled in beauty and value, some 
of them being the size of robins’ eggs. 
Since the first year of their marriage King 
Humbert has given his lovely consort at 
Christmas and on the occasion of her birth- 
day one rope of pearls of extreme magnifi- 
cence. This celebrated collar, which has 
been added’ to from year to year, reaches

she wears them on state occasions they aro 
aceompanied by a diadem of huge pearls, 
given to her on her marriage by her mother, 
and by two admirable bracelets, composed 
of sixteen rows of’ perfect Ceylon pearls, 
the gift of the late Frederick of 
Germany, who was a gréat admirer of the 
fair Marguerite.

She began to play a decisive role in political 
circles and e the “Egeria” of the 
Marquis de Pommeraye, who at his death 
bequeathed to her his magnificent collection 
of jewels and his enormous fortune. His 
disappointed relatives of course raised a 
hue and cry and took s to attack the will 


allegin@ that the marquis had been unduly - 


influenced. Fearing a new scandal, Mme. 
Rattazzi effected a compromise with the 
would-be heirs whereby she surrendered to 
them the major portion of the fortune, re- 
taining only a small part thereof and the 
jewels, which are simply priceless. 

Not very long ago, e Rattizzi married 
for the third time. Her present husband js 
Don Louis de Rute, who was under secre- 
tary of state in Spain during Alphonso 
XII’s reign and who is ten years her junior. 
She possesses a great influence both in 
France and in Spain, and as I remarked 
above, she is still exquisitely lovely.

The duchess of Cumberland has a collar 
of pearls valued at $300,000. This jewel 
was once worn by Queen Victoria, but she 
was. some years ago forced to surrender it 
to the duchess on its being discovered that 
it formed part of the crown jewels of Han- 
over. 

As year follows year, pearls will become 
more and more valuable, for it is reported 
from the great eastern fisheries that pearl- 
oysters are getting very rare, and conse- 
quently the day is not far off when pearls 
will be far more precious than diamonds. |

The New York Herald, which is vio- 
lently opposed to the proposition, says 
that Mr. Cleveland is in favor of an extra 
session. We have never had any doubt 
that the president-elect would see the ne- 
cessity of an extra session the moment 
he took the matter up for serious consid- 
eration. 

The question has already been widely 
discussed in all its bearings, in the news- 
papers editorially, and in the shape of 
interviews with public men, but we have 
failed to see a single rational argument in 
opposition to an extra session. There is, 
in fact, but one objection that can fairly 
be said to be an argument, and that ob- 
jection falls to pieces the mom-»at it is 
subjected to an examination. That argu- 
ment is to the effect that an extra session 
would leave the impression on the country 
that the democrats are in a hurry to take 
advantage of an opportunity to tear the 
tariff up by the roots; that rash and 
hasty action would involve serious results. 

This argument may appeal to those who 
are inclined to take a superficial view of 
things, but the moment it is analyzed it 
becomes illogical and impotent, and falls 
to pieces. To promptly begin the work 
of reform, instead of postponing it for a 
year, is not only to avoid the appearance 
of hasty and precipitate action, but to. 
avoid the thing itself. Postponement and 
delay can mean only hasty action in 
the end, whereas a timely beginning pre- 
vents even the appearance of haste. 

If the new congress is not to meet until 
December, 1893, the work of tariff re- 
vision cannot fairly begin until 1894. It 
ought to be completed and got out of the 
way before the congressional elections, 
which take place in the fall of that year. 
This, it seems to us, would necessarily in- 
volvye haste, for it would indeed be a 
piece of political folly to have the work 
of tariff revision pending and in an unfin- 
ished state when the congressional elec- 
tions occur. In that event, the people, 
who have given the democrats a commis- 
gion to reform the tariff, would still be in 
doubt as to what the party proposes to do, 
and in very great doubt as to the results 
likely to follow. This doubt—the result 
of democratic delay—might have a very 
disastrous effect on the congressional elec- 
tions of 1894. A majority of the house 
adverse to the democrats might be re 
turned, and then all the tariff reform 
fat would be in the fire. 

Therefore, we have contended, and we 
shall continue to contend, that the best 
and, indeed, the only way to avoid hasty 
action is to call an extra session either in 
the spring or later in the summer, and 
get the work of tariff reform under way 
so that progress may be made by the 
ways and means committee, or by a prop- 
erly constituted commission, after con- 
gress adjourns. In this way a bill can be 
carefully prepared in time for congress 
to act intelligently upon it at the Decem- 
ber session of next year. This will put 
matters in shape, and give the business 
interests of the country an inkling of 
what they are to expect even before the 
reform méasure becomes a law. | 

If, therefore, as The Herald says, Mr. 
Cleveland is in favor of an extra session, 
it is only what might be expected from a 
democrat with broad views and with the 
courage of his convictions. 

The Same Old Sermon. 

The farmers complain that they are 
poor, and there is no doubt but they have 
a good many things to contend against. 
There is the financial situation, which 
makes money scarce and dear, and there 
is the gambling in futures which forces 
down the price of cotton when the cotton 
is on the farms, and forces it down when 
the bulk of the crop is in the hands of the 
middlemen. : 

But it should be borne in 
mind, as we go along, __ that 
some of the most serious troubles of the 
farmers are home-made ones. We can 
look out of the windows of The Consti- 
tution’s editorial rooms any day except 
Sunday and see carloads of hay and meat 
unloading. All of this truck—to use a 
familiar term—is for distribution in Geor- 
gia and other parts of the south, and it 
means that the farmers are not utilizing 
their home resources as they ought to. 

We can follow this produce in imagina- 
tion and see it hauled over bad roads to 
farms where tons of crab grass, the finest 
hay in the world, are allowed to rot in 

the fields, and where a hundred head of 

hogs could be raised practically on the 
waste of the farm. A great deal can no 
fouvt be accomplished by legislative re- 
forms, and the farmers have a right to 
expect considerable relief in that direc- 


“ion, but they ean accomplish a great deal 


they have at their doors. . 
The old saying still holds good, tha 
there is more in the man than there is in 


the land, and it is equally true that the 


farmers can get a great deal more out of 
their land than they have been in the 
habit of getting. They can raise their 
own hay and their own meat, and they 
can:‘raise their own horses and mules. 
Measurably, what one farmer can do all 
can do. There are hundreds of farmers 
in Georgia who do raise their own sup- 
plies and who are reasonably prosperous 
in spite of the evil effects of republican 
legislation. 

What these mren have done other men 
can do, and for that reason we have thus 
briefly reverted to a subject that is very 
old, but which will remain new as long as 
there are farmers who waste their sub- 
stance and keep themselves poor by im- 
porting their plantation supplies from 
abroad. 

When a Georgia farm seems to be worn 
out it is all pretense. It is playing ’pos- 
sum. Some homely philosopher has re- 
marked that a handful of guano will run 
an acre of red clay distracted. This is 
especially true of the red clay of Geor- 
gia. If a good manager is behind the 
guano, there is no telling what the result 
will be. 

There is no secret about good manage- 
ment, It is simply the ability to make 
both ends meet and lap over a little. 
Economy, industry and good humor com- 
prise the sum and substance of good 
management. 


Stand by the Veterans! 

The hearty enthusiasm of the people of 
Georgia and their representatives in the 
general assembly has at last been awaken- 
ed, and our old soldiers who fought with 
Lee and Johnston are lifting up their 
heads with the glad assurance that their 
mother state is going to stand by them, 
even as they stood by her when they 
marched with bleeding feet through the 
snows of Virginia and faced Sherman's 
rain of fire around Atlanta.

All honor to this old-time negro! Repub- 
lican he may be, but his honest, tender 
heart holds him loyal to Georgia, and no 
white democrat could have spoken more 
nobly for his state than this friendly rep- 
resentative of another race.

Men with a “Pall,” ‘ 

Unless there is a speedy change for the 
better, Chicago will soon be in a condi- 
tion of anarchy. 

The worst elements in the city are 
well organized, and the municipal office 
holders who have courted their votes seem 
disposed to shield them, or, at least, let 
them run their course without interfer- 
ence. 

The daily reports show that gangs of 
burglars, highwaymen and masked rob- 
bers have the citizens completely terror- 
ized. The police are comparatively pow- 
erless, and in the suburbs good citizens 
have been forced to organize vigilance 
committees for self-protection. No money 
safe in the strongest building, even under 
the shadow of police headquarters is be- 
yond danger of a raid from the outlaws. 
Ladies are stripped of their jewelry in 
broad daylight on reputable streets, citi- 
zens are sandbagged and murdered after 
dark. 

Our telegrams yesterday stated that 
Phil Durfee, a noted burglar who has fre- 
quently operated in Georgia, during the 
winter, was captured the other day, but 
his fate is uncertain because in the past 
he has always escaped punishment 
“through some pull he possesses.” 

This tells the whole story. It explains 
the secret of the lawlessness that exists, 
not only.in Chicago, but in some other 
cities in a smaller degree. When bad men 
organize and place the officials of a city 
government under obligations to them for 
their votes, they have a “pull,” and they 
are not slow to use it for all it is worth. 

No city in the union, large or small, can 
afford to be even partially controlled by 
men with a “puil.””

The taxpayers and solid ¢itizens of Chica- 
go will have to adopt the Atlanta idea, 
that municipal government is a matter of 
business.

Every official from the 
mayor down to the newest policeman 
should hold his office as a public trust and 
discharge his duty without fear or favor. 
Depart from this idea, and the result is 
gang rule, men with a “pull,’”’ demorali- 
zation, the paralysis of law and the dom- 
ination of gamblers, the criminal element, 
and the scarcely better class of men with 
jobs put up to wreck the public treasury. 

As a@ warning example, Chicago is just 
at present the most lurid spectacle in the 
world. 


Carry Out the Contract. 

The hosts of friends of the North Geor- 
gia Agricultural college sincerely hope 
that the legislature will not lose sight of 
the interests of this institution, and they 
earnestly invite attention to the contract 
which binds the state to support the col- 
lege. 

There was no money appropriated for 
the present year, and a northern gentle- 
man, a republican, generously donated 
the required sum out of his own pocket. 
Now, matters have reached a point where 
there must be an appropriation or the 
doors of the college must close. 

It will be recollected that congress gave 
the old mint building at Dahlonega on 
condition that the state should support it 
for educational purposes. ‘The govern- 
ment furnishes the guns for the students 
and details an army officer to give them 
military instruction. When the building 
was destroyed by fire the state recognized 
its obligations in the matter by appro- 
priating $25,000 to rebuild it. 

The contract between the federal gov- 
ernment and the state is so plain that it 
has never been questioned, and yet there 
is danger that a mistaken policy of econo- 
my will cause it to be broken on the part 
of the state. In this event, the building 
and ground will revert to the United 
States, 

This should not be thought of for a 
moment. The college is doing a great 
work. Tuition is free and each member 
of the legislature has the right to appoint 
a student who is admitted without even a 
matriculation fee. The students come 
from all over the state, and although the 
first graduating class was sent out only 
fourteen years ago, the normal depart- 
ment has licensed 67S teachers who have 
all taught in the common schools of Geor- 
gia. ra 

This is a fine record. It is a simple 
matter of justice to give the college a 
proper appropriation, and under our con- 
tract with the United States we must do 
it, or lose a splendid property, and the 
useful wotk of the institution. -Let us 
stand by our contract and save this splen- 
did school for the youth of our state! 


The Anti-Option Bill—The Price of 
Cotton 

The Courier-Journal, in opposing the 
Hatch anti-option bill, says that “for the 
past two months speculation has been 
forcing up the price of cotton; otherwise 
the price would have remained low until 
the whole cotton crop was gathered.” 

Well, here its an admission that is worth 
something in the way of illustrative argu- 
ment. It is a direct admission of the 
trutlf of the charges made by those who, 
in the interests of morality and justice, 
desire to see the pernicious system of op- 
tion gambling put down by the firm hand 
of the law. 

If speculation can force up the price of 
cotton, it follows naturally and inevitably, 
that speculation can force it down, and 
this is precisely what has happened for 
the past two years; it is precisely what 
has happened this. By means of this per- 
nicious system of option gambling, for 
which the big bucket shops (that are 
known as cotton and produce exchanges) | 
are making such an extraordinary fight, 
the price of cotton was forced down this 
year until the farmers of the south had 
parted with the bulk of their crop, and 
then the forcing-up process began. 

Our people have had this performance 
going on before their very eyes for many 
years, and they do not need any argu- 
ments, illustrative or otherwise, to show 
them where the shoe pinches. But if such 
arguments were needed, the experience of 
the farmers the present season would sup- 
ply them. What is that experience? It 
is the same old story. The great majority 
of the farmers of the south sold their cot- 
ton the present season at prices ranging 
from 6 to 7 cents. The disastrously low 
prices of last season placed them in a posi- 
tion where they were compelled to sell in 
order to meet their obligations. This was 
the case in Georgia, and the farmers here 
are as prosperous and as able to hold their 
cotton as those of any state in the south. 

Observe the result. Speculation forced 
down the price of cotton in the face 
of the knowledge of the world, based on 
accurate statistics, gathered by those who 
are in the market as buyers, that the crop 
was short by reason of a decreased acre- 
age, and that unfavorable weather had 
still further reduced it. Speculation fore- 
ed the price down until the first week of 
November, and by that time the bulk of 
the crop was in the hands of the specula- 
tors and warehousemen. The moment 
that speculation was sure of this fact— 
was sure that it had the crop in its own 


products up or down to suit their pur- 
Every big especially 


4s this true of the cotton exchanges—has a 


bucket shop annex that is most industri- 
ously worked in its interest. When the 
manipulators want tlie price of cotton to 
be low (as when a new crop is coming 
in) they set the machinery of the bucket 
shop annex in motion to force it down. 
When they want the price to rule high 
(as when ‘they have the bulk of the crop 
in their hands) they give the word to the 
bucket shop annex, and the price is forced 
up. 

‘Thus we see the beauties of the ception 
business. The speculators are cither the 
middlemen themselves, or they are in col- 
lusion with the middlemen. Those who 
are buying cotton want to get it at as low 
a price as possible, and when they sell 
they want to make a big profit. To aid 
them in this business the system of option 
gambling has been invented, and it has 
been so perfected that the price of cotton 
can be forced either up or down to suit 
the conveniences of those who are to be 
benefited by the operation. It is for this 
reason that so many men otherwise rep- 
utable stand as the defenders of a system 
of gambling mofe pernicious and outrage- 
ous in its results than faro or three-card 
monte. It is for this reason that the cot- 
ton exchanges, acting with other produce 
exchanges, can afford to send a powerful 
lobby to Washington to fight a law which 
has for its purpose the suppression of 
this form of gambling.

It has its origin 
in the dime museums and pothouses of the 
larger cities, where broken-down actors per- 
vert what meager talent they may possess to 
amusing toughs and gamins. In the larger 
cities they are unknown out of their own 
element. In the small towns of the country 
they do one night stands to gaping village 


audiences. But by a strange dfspensation they. 


find in Atlanta a congenia] berth, after their 
hard fare elsewhere, in the leading opera 
house of the city, where a slim audience of 
playgoers in the pit and parquet are forced 
to sit through five acts of horse-play comedy, 
which finds its heartiest welcome in the jeers 
and catcalls which signify the~approval of 
the gallery gods. 

In the midst of this Sahara of poor attrac- 
tions there is occasionally presented some- 
thing which is not a travesty on the drama 
or the opera, and the crowded houses which 
invariably receive such plays are proof posi- 
tive that Atlanta would handsomely sustain 
& good theater, but an audience accustomed 
to boisteronsly applauding ‘‘Razzle-Dazzle’’ 
or “McGinty” is not ely to listen with 
much favor to “Faust” or “Il Trovatore,’’ 
and on one occasion I had the misfortune to 
hear in an Atlanta opera house a third-class 
comedian sing a topical song between. the. 
acts of “The Bohemian Girl.’’ 

I am glad to see that Mr. DeGive has given 
the city an opera house of which any city 
in the land might be proud, and I trust that 
the plays which are put upon its boards will 
be worthy of its handsome equipment. That 
Atlanta will amply support the very best in 
the dramatic line, as she does in every other 
line, no observing man can doubt. That she 
may, soon be given opportunity to prove it 
and that the miserable trash which now 
fattens on gallery audiences to the disgust of 
ali intelligent people may soon be forced to 
seek more congenial climes, is the earnest 
hope of.

“so that the first clause of said paragraph, 
when amended, will read as follows, viz: he 
first meeting of the general assembly, after 
the ratification of this constitution shall be 
on tbe fourth Wednesday in October, 1873, 
aud annually thereafter on the same day, ul- 
til the day shall be changed by law.”’ ‘the bal- 
ance ot the act is devoted to the subject of 
publication, submission to the people, etc. 

When we refer to the ratio in which it is 
proposed to amend (code 6) and strike 
“biennially” and substitute ‘‘annuall as 
the proposed amendment directs us to do, and 
read the law with this change only, we have 
the following larguage: ‘‘The first meeting 
of the general assembly, after the ratification 
of this constitution, shall be on the first 
Wednesday in Norrmber, 1878, and annuaily 
thereafter. on the same day, uutil the day 
ahall be changed by liw.” 

By what anthority aie words, ‘‘first Wednes. 
day in’ November,’’ changed so as to read 
“fourth Wednesday in October’’? 

So, also, the act proposing an amendment 
to the constitution limiting the session of the 
legislature to fifty days, provides in its title 
an enacting clause that the proposed amend- 
ment shall consist in striking the words ‘‘forty 
days, upless by a two-thirds vote of the whole 
number of each house,’’ and substituting there- 
for the words ‘‘fifty days,’’ and the act con- 
tinues thus: ‘“‘So that said paragraph, when 
so amended, will read as follows: ‘No ses- 
sion of the general assembly shall continue 
longer than fifty days: provided, that, if an 
impeachment trial pending at the end of fifty 
days the session may be prolonged till the com- 
pletion of said trial.’’ 

When we turn to the section under discus- 
sion and strike and substitute words as di- 
rected in the title and enacting clause of 
said act (see code 5049) we have this language, 
‘no session of the general assembly shall con- 
tinue longer than fifty days.’’ 

By what authority is the above proviso, 
touching impeachment trials appended to said 
clause in the constitution? 

It is perfectly apparent that if these two 
acts were ordinary statutory amending aats, 
they would be fatally defective under the 
above cited decision of the supreme court. 
Can it be contended.that an act pre sing 
to afhend the constitution can be up aa with 
less conformity to constitute requirements 
than an ordinary act amending an ordinary

He, who would write of the world’s fair, 
feels embarrassed by the discredit which 
Marco Polo and Munchausen brought upon 
the chroniclers of travel. 

A soldier risking his life in some desper- 
ate charge, knows that whether he lives to 
return or is shot down, he will win glory. 

The brief newspaper chronicler but ven- 
turing to approach the truth in description 
of the beautiful White City on the shore of 
Lake Michigan, takes his reputation for 
veracity in his hand, so to speak.

After the Battle of Cedar Run—A Story of 
the War. 


A few days ago there was printed a good 
story of the war, by Colonel Herman H. 
Perry, “Just Before Appomattox.” Colonel 
Robert L. Rodgers sent a copy of the story 
to Major k Newman, ef Sandersville, 
Ga. Almost everybody in Georgia knows 
Major Newman. Those who are well ac- 
quainted with him, know him as one of the 
best men and one of the finest citizens of 
the state. They also know that he is one 
of the orthodox Jews of the old faith. He 
was also one of the brave soldiers of the 
southern confederacy in General 


y. 

“No one was more true to the cause’ 
said Colonel Rodgers, “than Major Newman. 

He was the adjutant of the Forty-ninth 
Georgia reziment, and a bare statement 
that he was one of the regiment is sufficient 
to say that he was a true and brave sol- 
dier, always at his post of duty. 

“On reading the letter of Colonel Perry, 
Major Newman was pleasantly reminded 
of an incident which occurred with him. 
You may publish the letter as he wrote it.” 

The letter is as follows: 

Sandersville, Ga., November 13, 1892.—Dear 
Judge: Many thanks to you for the paper 
received Friday. I have read with great 
paows the interesting account of Captain 

erry, “Just Before Appomattox.’’ I was not 
aware that any of our Georgia boys were 
so close to the lines at that first chapter 
of the surrender. Captain Perry’s facetious 
account of the silver flask of brandy- sounds 
‘fishy.’’ He ought to have te gtr 
taking a sip from it. I, or anybody else 
would have done it. But like old Abe used 
to say, this reminds me of a story, 

On the night after the battle of Cedar 
Run, on the 9th of August, 1862, we heid the 
spageamar  g the moon was shining eer. 
General L. Thomas, who commanded our 
brigade, was walking up and down in the 
rear of the brigade, and when he came oppo- 
site where I was lying on the ground resting. 
I arose, salugd him, and knowing he wa 
fond of a drink, I told him that Dr. Dennent 
(of Alabama who was our brigade surgeon, 
with whom I messed,) had ven me that 
morning a little flash of whisky, to use it in 
case I should need it. Fortunately I had no 
use for it that day, and taking it out of 
na haversack, offered it to General Thomas, 
who exultingly said: 

“Newman, if you are a Jew, you are the 
best Christian I have met in this war. Here 
are my thanks,’’ and he almost, if not en- 
tirely, emptied the flask. 

Several years ago I met the general, while 
he was in company of* General Lane, of 
North Carolina, whose brigade was in our 
division, A. P. Hill’s Light division, and 
several other old confeds in the rotunda of 
the Kimball, when I told it on him, which 
created a good deal of merriment. 

I wonder what has become of General 
Thomas. The last I heard of him was when 
he had some government position under 
Cleveland in some land office out west. 

Hurrah for Cleveland and Black, and with

prise. With such a’ law “railroad «stocks 
and bonds will have a reasonably certain 
value.

“The bill introduced by me to enact crim- 
inal law is for the punishment of an officer 
of a railroad company or one conspiring with 
him who betrays his trust and wrecks,and 
plunders the property committed to’ his 
charge.

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The Home for Fallen Girls Mrs. Barrett 
and Mrs. Wolf Are Building 


| THE WORK HAS BEEN WELL STARTED, 


And the Ladies Are Now Satisfied with 
the Prospects, and Will Push the 
Work Through. . 


—_—-— 


The home for fallen women now seems a 
certainty. 

And no one in the wide world is happier 
over the bright prospect than Mrs. Kate 
Waller Barrett. 

This good, God-serving woman has worked 
faithfully and diligently for the home ever 
since Mrs. Wolfe came to Atlanta, and now 
that she sees success so near at hand her 
work is being more vigorously prosecuted 
than ever before. - 

The city was slow to take hold of the 
work at first and for quite a while it looked 
very much like the ladies who had set out 
to establish a haven for the poor, forsaken, 
fallen girls would meet with defeat. But 
when Mrs. Barrett finally secured the audi- 
euce with Aldermen Shropshire and Rice 
and Councilman Hill, and induced them to 
visit the temporary home on Peters street, 
she secured the sympathy of the gentlemen 
and their assistance. 

At first the members of the council could 
not decide how they could help the good 
ladies, but when Mrs. Barrett came forward 
with a request for some land the city 
owned, promising to raise the money with 
which to build the necessary houses, the 
gentlemen whom she had interested saw a 
way out of the trouble. 

On the western side of the city Atlanta 
owns a big tract of ground, many acres of 
which are lying idle and are of no use to 
aby one. 

“Give us five acres of that land,” said 
Mrs. Barrett, ‘and we won’t bother you any 
more.” 

The land belongs to the dumping grounds 
but it is so far removed from it that no one 
would know of the proximity of the great 
quantity of garbage which is carried there 
every day. lt is under the management of 
the sanitary committee of the city council 
and of that committee Mr. Shropshire is 
chairman. With the other members of the 
committee Mr. Shropshire conferred and 
then at the next meeting of the council a 
resolution was adopted transferring to the 
ladies the land they asked for. 

That was all the ladies wanted and as 
they left the city hall they were about as 
happy as a school girl who sees herself for 
the first time in her long frock. 

K’rom the city hall the ladies wet feel- 
ing confident that the last and greatest ob- 
stacle had been removed from their path. 

A day or two ago Mrs. Barrett and Mrs. 
Wolfe, accompanied by Mr. Shropshire ani 
other members of the committee, went out 
to the farm and selected the ground they 
wanted. Then City Engineer Clayton 
measured the land off and the ladies came 
home feeling happier than they will when the 
corner stone of the building is laid. 

On the lot there is a small house which 
goes with the land and it is probable that the 
ladies will use this hotse until they can 
raise money with which to build the home 


= want. 

Since the aitempt was first made to es- 
tablish a home for fallen girls in Atlanta 
those who have the work in hand have en- 
countered innumerable obstacles. Every 
place the home was located, objections 
were raised by those living near by. The 


| home was driven from one locality to an- 


other until it began to look very much like 
it would be driven off the face of the earth. 
Finally Mrs. Wolfé secured the hotse on 
Peters street where she will remain for three 
months by which time she hopes to have 
the new home completed and ready for 
occupancy. But out on Peters street the 
same opposition came up and it was only af- 
ter the hardest fight imaginable beforé the 
city council that she whms allowed to remain 
there even temporarily. 

Mrs. Barrett, who has been of so much 
help to Mrs. Wolfe.in the work, is enthusi- 
astic over the prespects. She says that the 
money can be raised without any trouble 
and is now perfecting the plan by which 
she hopes to secure it. She is one of At- 
lanta’s puress Curistians, and no one in the 
city has done more good than Mrs. Bar- 
rett. She is always ready to give a help- 
ing hand to any one in trouble and none 
can sink so low that she will not help them. 
Many a sick and lonely outcast has been 
helped by Mrs. Barrett and more than one 
fallen girl has been reclaimed by her good 
work. She is a constant visitor of the 
hospitals and there she has turned many a 
sinner from his career of wickedness. Her 
heart is wrapped up inthis work and there 
building of the home is assured. For years 
she has been studying the work and there 
is no one in the south with the single ex- 
ception of Mrs. Wolf who has the neces 
sary knowledge to carry on the work con- 
templated. She delights now to talk about 
the work and it was with that 

It -was with this pleasant bewitching 
smile which captivates all who come within 


its reach that Mrs. Barrett said: 


“Yes, I’m giad I’m in the work and I 
shall stay in too, until it is finished. There 
won't be any failure about it either, for 
when we undertake a thing we never stop 
until it is done.

“After all, most of the evil in this world 
is misdirected euergies. Suppose our own 
Mother Bone had turned to the accomplish- 
ment of good in her youth how much might 
have been saved after all, why does it need 
so much for a mere handful of women? Sta- 
titics show that there are fifty 
five men given up to evil 
living to every female who has gone 
astray. Why is it that Atlanta’s fifty-five 
are so unsympathetic to their sisters? I 
would like to see the men arouse themselves 
from their narrowness and selfishness and do 
the only thing .eft for them to do and that 
is make repalation as far as they can. This 
work appeals not only to every man but to 
every woman. The mother who has lost a 
daughter should come forward and pour out 
her mother love on these poor motherless 
daughters. Women, who are nurtured in re- 
fined Christian homes should open their 
hearts and purses to these poor homeless 
girls. They should throttle the prejudice 
which would stifle the stirring of their wo- 
manly hearts. ‘I'hey should not listen to the 
man when he says a woman cannot be 
saved. Lord Erskine, on making his 
maiden effort, surprised the court by his fire 
and enthusiasm, which made him break 
down all barriers between himself and suc- 
cess. On being asked by an elder member of 
the court how he was able to so overcome 
the fear and awe of a first appearante before 
so august a body, he said:
